For the past few years, we have had many requests for a 
colored picture catalog. And now we present it to you. . . 
our first catalog illustrated in color. We hope you will like 
it and will find it helpful in making your selections. 

Although there are only 44 pictures, we offer a list of 128 
fine varieties. This year we have added many new ones. 


The following is very important to anyone ordering Roses: 
We purchase all No. 1 grade, two-year, field-grown plants 
from leading growers in the West and Northwest. The plants 
are bundled, crated and packed in damp sphagnum moss. 
The box is inner-lined with waterproof paper and shipped 
in a refrigerated car to Kansas City. The plants are received 
about February 15 and are immediately delivered to our 
storage department by large closed trailer trucks. 

Our storage department is a well-insulated basement with 
an area of 36 x 82 feet. We have no heat in this room, yet 
the temperature never falls below 36 degrees. The roots of 
the plants are always kept damp, and all orders are made up 
and wrapped for shipment before leaving the storage room. 
The roots are wrapped in damp sphagnum moss and water- 
proof paper for shipment. We guarantee plants to reach you 
in first-class condition. Your Roses are all individually 
tagged and the canes are trimmed, ready for planting when 
you receive them. In each shipment you will find our plant- 
ing and cultural instructions. 

Don’t forget that when you order Roses from Glendale, 
your order receives personal attention. Everyone making up 
orders is instructed to examine each plant to see that there 
are no defects and that it is a top-grade specimen. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank all of our cus- 
tomers for the very nice business that we enjoyed in 1954. 
We are looking forward to serving you again in 1955.

To people who know and love Roses, the initials AARS 
mean a great deal. They stand for All-America Rose Selec- 
tions, a national non-profit organization set up to test new 
Roses scientifically and to select the best of each year’s 
introductions for national awards. 

All entries in the competition are planted in All-America 
trial gardens located throughout the country, each repre- 
senting an important Rose-growing climate and _ location. 
In each garden the Roses are continually observed and 
periodically scored on a uniform basis by accredited judges, 
who are among America’s most prominent rosarians. When 


A DAY TO REMEMBER .. . 


May we outline a day’s trip for you and your family to 
take when the Roses are in bloom? Our garden is really 
something to see . . . and we want you to see it. The last 
week in May and the first two weeks in June, or late Septem- 
ber through early October is the ideal time to come. 

Plan to spend an hour or two of the morning at Glendale 
Rose Garden. Bring your camera and a pad and pencil, for 
you will be sure to want to make notes on varieties for your 
own garden. After a lesiurely tour of our garden of 5000 
plants, you may wish to stop at the office, where you will be 
most welcome. 

It is a short trip south on Lee’s Summit Road (Highway 
10-E) to Stephenson’s, where you may enjoy good food at

THE SAGA OF PASHEA’S ROSE DUST 
and GLENDALE ROSE GARDEN 


When Mrs. Pashea and I received the gift of some 200 
Rose bushes about seventeen years ago, a hobby was started 
that is still growing; and at the same time it turned into a 
livelihood. 

In caring for the original plants, we made many trials and 
errors. From these experiences, I developed a dust to control 
all the diseases and insects that once made Rose growing a 
hobby for only those least easily discouraged. It was once 
necessary to have many chemicals on hand, and both spray- 
ing and dusting were required—sometimes two or three times. 

In the fall of 1949, after seeing my home garden of 600 
Roses in Golden Acres near Independence, Mr. Blevins Davis 
asked me to work with him in planning a Rose garden. The 
final plans called for a garden of 5000 bushes—Hybrid 
Teas, Floribundas, Climbers and Tree Roses, to a total 
of about 75 varieties, including 530 Peace Roses and 1200 
Pinkie Floribundas as a border. 

The planting was started in March 1950 and was completed 
in a little more than thirty days. All were dormant, No. 1 
erade, two-year, western field-grown bushes, and of the 
original planting of 5000 only 13 failed to grow. In June 
1950 the garden was opened to the public, without charge. 
That practice still continues. 

The last Sunday in May or the first Sunday in June the 
garden makes an awe-inspiring picture. At our formal 
opening two attractive girls serve punch to our guests, and 
from the record-player in the Southern Colonial home of 
Mr. Davis, rhythmic strains of music turn Glendale into a 
veritable Garden of Eden. The fall presents an even more 
beautiful picture, with the blooms taking on deeper hues and 


many of the plants reaching a height of 6 to 7 feet, clothed 
in waxy green, disease-free foliage. 

The same care is given these Roses that is explained in 
detail in the folder that each customer receives with his 
order. These details are very simple. Pashea’s Rose Dust 
has been used exclusively, and there has never been any 
disease or insect damage. We start dusting when the foliage 
appears in the spring and continue about once each week 
until a killing frost, even through the hot dry season, to 
prevent diseases from appearing. Red spider and thrips are 
very active during the summer, so we dust every week, or 
as soon as the foliage has dried after every rain. 

Pashea’s Premium Roses have been sold from the large 
barn at the end of the farm entrance since 1951. They are 
all No. 1 grade, two-year, western field-grown plants—the 
very best that money can buy. Dormant plants are shipped 
all over the United States from about February 15 to April 10. 
Potted Roses are available from our sales yard starting April 
15. We do not ship potted Roses, but we have free delivery 
service in Greater Kansas City and Independence. 

We hope our catalog contains the varieties you will want 
for your garden in 1955. Now is the time to send in your 
order, to be sure of receiving the kinds you want most. We 
acknowledge receipt of your order, along with your re- 
mittance, and ship at the proper planting time. 

Garden clubs, Rose societies and other organizations have 
a special invitation to visit Glendale Rose Garden. If we 
know in advance of the planned tour, we see that someone is 
available to accompany the group through the garden, to 
explain the care given our plants and to answer questions.

Atuts oa Kose Growtug 


From my own personal experience in growing Roses over the years, I can point out a few facts to others who want abundant blooms 
on thrifty plants. 

If you are not handicapped by shade and tree roots, you can have good Roses if you start by buying Grade 1, field-grown plants, either 
dormant or potted, and follow the instructions that we send with each order. Prepare the soil in the fall by spading it thoroughly and 
adding well-rotted cow or sheep manure. Like all other living things, Roses need regular care. In this case, it means dusting, feeding, 
cultivating, mulching and watering. These jobs need not be unpleasant if they are done regularly and well. To keep your plants free of 
disease, use Pashea’s Rose Dust after every rain, or once a week in dry seasons. If you have poor soil, enrich it with peat moss and 
manure. 

If you do have some trees, choose a spot for your Roses that is at least 10 or 15 feet away from the tree roots. Roses need a minimum 
of four hours of sunshine every day, preferably in the morning. Also they like free circulation of air. Fertilize and water them heavily, 
follow our instructions, and you can have fine results even if your location is not ideal in all respects. 

Does this sound like a lot of work? Ask the man who is a true Rose lover and he will tell you that the very job of caring for his 
plants gives him as much pleasure as the results. Doing what is needed at the right time is the secret of Rose growing. Dust regularly 
with Pashea’s Rose Dust and you will conquer diseases and insects before they get a foothold.
